M. de Witte reiterated that he would use 
his .personal influence, as requested by the 
delegation, but expressed the opinion that 
there, should not be too much haste; that 
theré should be a gradual extension of rights 
té the Jewish subjects of the czar until they 
occupied the same position as other races. 

The delegation comprised Adolf Kraus of 
Chicago, president of the B'nai B’rith asso- 
ciation; Osear Straus of New York, former 
minister to Turkey; and Mr. Seligman, the 
well known New York financier. Jacob 
Schiff of the financial house of Kuhn, Loeb 
"& Co., who participated in the Portsmouth 
conference with the men named, did not 
see M. de Witte today. 


Champion of Better Conditions. 

The delegation was closeted with the Rus- 
sian statesman for three-quarters of an 
hour and éxplained again the attitude of 
America towards the Jewish question in 
Russia and presented additional arguments 
why it should be solved as promptly as pos- 
sible not only in the interest of the Jews 
themselves but that of Russia, humanity, 
and civilization generally. 

M, de Witte restated his views, indicating 
he was as ‘earnestly in favor of bettering 
conditions in Russia as any other person in 
or out of the empire. 

“ft /am proud of the way in which the 
Russian Jews who come to America have 
behaved,” he said after a conference today 
with the delegation. “‘ They have done well, 
Should any more disturbances or misunder- 
standings occur in Russia they may feel con- 
fident that with the help ef God they soon 
will be settled.” 

Mr. Kraus sald: | 

“There ig little to say about our confer- 
ence with M. de Witte. It was entirely in- 
formal. We discussed the situation of the 
Russian Jews and so far as his attitude, per- 
sonally, is concerned, we are entirely sat- 
isfied.”’ 7 
Foresees Emancipation of Race. 

li h said after the conference: 
hi oo Witte allowed us to foresee the 
emancipation of the Jews in Russia and their 
participation in the government of the em- 
pire in the same degree and proportion that 
other Russian subjects are allowed to par- 
ticipate. 

“MM. de Witte made no pledges engaging 
his government; he spoke for himself as an 
individual, but it is well known that while 
at present he is not in power he soon will 
be.

-KOMURA’S CONDITION IS GRAVE. 


Specialist Rushed from Summer Home 
in Virginia to Attend Japanese 
Envoy in New York.

council” 

This intimation, couched in the form ofa 
question, but none the less effective, stirred 
the progressives to their depths, and if the 
mayor in the rapidity of his talk hid said 
more than he tntended he had abundant op- 
portunity to collect himself, because he could 
not go on for several moments, so great was 
the din. 

Intended as Bryan Boom. 

Originally the banquet, which was held at 
110 Randolph street, had been intended 
to start Mr. Bryan around the world as the 
most likely candidate the radical democracy 
could find for the presidency. It was intend- 
ed that he should start in that fashion, how- 
ever he might return. The Jefferson club 
made good on this. Congressman Ollie M. 
Jemes of Kentucky sent Mr. Bryan on his 
way with the statement that; 

“The democratic party of the United 
States looks to Bryan as its leader. No 
longer do the six and a half millions of loyal 
democrats look to the east.” 

Gives Dunne His Chance. 

When Bryan had his chance, as the last 
speaker, he threw moderately cold water on 
his “nomination.”” He said it was three 
years away yet, and he did not know that 
he ever again would be a candidate. He 
said his happiness didn't depend on office; 
that such ‘“‘nominations’’ did not thrill 
him as once they did. 

While the banquet served the purpose of 
giving the Nebraska.. a fitting idea of the 
eeteem in which he is held in the west it gave 
also to Mayor Dunne his first chance to say 
what he thought of the city ccuncll Hehad 
been given the subject: “ The Progress of 
Municipal Ownefship.” Inasmuch as one lap 
in its progress had been finished the day be- 
fore, the topic was fresher than It louked on 
paper. 

William Prentiss, toastmaster, in Introduc- 
ing the mayor, who was the second speaker, 
spoke some tart words for the “safe and 
sane '’ democracy and then took fifteen min- 
utes im telling that the mayor had the hard- 
est job any man had tackled for several gen- 
erations in Chicago.

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YOKOHAMA, Sept. 12.—Seven thousand 
persons attended a meeting today called for 
the purpose of protesting against the terms 
of the peace treaty.

Protest on Peace; 41 Hurt. 

TOKIO, Sept. 12.—Details regarding the 
meeting at Osaka to protest against the 
peace treaty are to the effect that some 
confusion was caused among the assemblage 
by men attempting to force their way into 
the building in which the meeting was held. 
This attempt resulted in forty persons being 
slightly wounded and one seriously hurt, 
Over twenty speeches were delivered to the 
audience, which numbered 4,000. The city 
is displaying many half masted white flags. 

Some American press comments attribu- 
ting the burning of churches as an insult to 
foreigners and an outburst of anti-foreign 
sentiment have been received here with pro- 
found regret and surprise. An old diplomat 
and statesman under the old cabinet, whose 
name is withheld by request, said: 

* Rioters have no power of discriminatiop 
between foreigne:s of various nationalities. 
The unfortunate occurrence in regard to the 
American visitors was not a deliberate insult 
to them as citizens of the United States. 
They simply weré made a target by an ex- 
cited, crazy mob."

Part of those. present obeyed, but the re- 
mainder refused and some “~— were 
fired. 

According to the official khobedas the crowd 
was roughly handied by the commissary of | 
police, whereupon the Third company of the 
Poltava regiment was summoned. The com- 
mander of the company ordered the demon- 
atrators to disperse, promising not to arrest 
them if they obeyed. Shots were then fired 
on the Cossacks, not only from the town hall 
‘but from the courtyard and the street. 

A number of rioters assembled in a neigh- 
boring house, broke thraugh a wall leading 
to the hall, and opened fire with revolvers on 
the Cossacks and police, wounding a Cossack 
and a policeman. The Cossacks thereupon 
fired on the rioters. Official figures give the 
casualties as thwenty-three killed and fifty 
wounded. 


Troops Guard s Corpse. 

BAKU, Sept.. 12.—Seribus developments 
havearisen in connection with the death of 
Gen, Prince Amilakhovri, formerly governor 
general of Baku, whose body is now lying in 
a house in the vicinity of Tiflis. The prince 
was regarded with bitter hatred owing to 
the harsh measures which he adopted when 


the Caucasus and the revolutionaries threat- 
‘en the local priests with death if they at- 
tempt to offer prayers over the body. No 
one dares approach the house. Troops have 
been ordered to take the remains to Tiflis, 
and it is feared that thefe will be disorders 
at the funeral. | 

There was some firing last night, including 
that of artillery, but the situation today 
showed a distinct improvement, A portion 
of the street railway service has been re- 
sumed, but the shops are still: closed and 
trade is at a standstill. Great distress pre- 
vails owing to lack of food and other neces- 
saries.

GORKY DEPLORES EXPANSION. 


Novelist Says War Should Have Taught 
Russia She Should Devote Ener- 
gies to Home Development. 


LONDON, Sept. 13.—The correspondent of 
the Standard at St. Petersburg sends an in- 
terview which he had with Maxime Gorky, 
the Russian novelist, at his temporary home 
in Finland. He said: 

“TI have no’doubt that the conclusion of 
peace has strengthened the hands of the 
government, nor have I any doubt that the 
weakness of the government would have 
been our opportunity. Apart, however, from 
any effect that peace may have upon the 
attainment of political liberty our colonial 
venture ought to end. We have no mission 
to colonizé, for we have more people of our 
own than we can civilize’'in a century, and 
besides we have nothing to give to others.”’ 

Gorky then referred to the terrible condi- 
tion of Poland and the Caucasus, which had. 
been left to degenerate instead of being de- 
veloped, and said: 

‘I fear that our lesson has not been thor- 
ough enough and that we shal return to 
schemes for Asiatic expansion instead of 
devoting our energies to domestic aftairs.”’ 

Gorky said that war abroad would be no 
worse than civil war at home such as the 
government had instigated in the Caucasus 
and which was being waged'on a smaller 
scale throughout the country. 


POPE SENDS ENVOY TO MIKADO. 


Bishop O’Connell of Maine to Be First 
Papal Representative at the 
Court of Tokio. 


ROME, Sept. 12.—In connection with the 
forthcoming visit to Tokio of Bishop O’Con- 
nell of the diocése of Maine as special en- 
voy of the pope to the emperor of Japan, it 
is now known that the appointment of such 
a representative has bepn in contempla- 
tion for a long time. 

At the present time the Catholic church 
in Japan is suffering from the imputation 
that it is a French institution and France 
being the ally of Russia the church comes 
in for a share of popular: disfavor. 

To counteract this it was suggested that 
the pope should come forward as 4 sovereign 
and appoint a representative at Tokio, at 
the same time requesting the Japanese gov- 
ernment to appoint a minister to the vati- 
can. The suggestion was well received by 
his holiness,

He said that the peace of Ports- 
mouth recently achieved through the agency 
of the president was the bright spot of his 
life, and was founded on democratic ideals, 
which did not believe in large national armies 
or navies. 


Opponent of Centralization. 


Then Mr. Bryan took up the subject of 
democracy as opposed to centralization of 
government. Hesaid: —

zation can talk long without betraying’ 
distrust of the people. Instead of accept! 
the theory that the people should think f 
themselves and then select representatives 
to carry out those thoughts, they believe 
that representatives are selected to think 
for the people and they do not hesitate to 
build’ barriers between the government and 
the voters. | 
"While the advocate of centralization is 
urging legislation which obliterates state 
lines and removes the government fromthe 
control of the|voters, thé monopolist; on the 
other: hand, y hide behind the democratic 
y of self-government and use this 
ry to prevent national legislation which 
ibe hecessary. The democrat who’ be- 
lieves in democratic: principles and who 
wants to preserve the dual character of|our 
bidder 5 megan must be. on his guard against 
ot ; 
* The ere are certain things which the local- 
ity can do for itself, and there are certain 
things which jonly the federal government 
can dp, Neither the federal governmentinor 
the Ipeal government should be sacrificed 
to the. other. 


‘Life Insurance Companies. 


“The investigation of the large life inpur- 
ance companies has led to the discussion. of 
national remedies, and the advocates of ten- 
tralization are likely to seize upon this agi- 
tation as an excuse for legislation whichiwill 
. take the business of life insurance out of the 
hands of the various states. The democrats 
should draw a distinction between federal 
legislation which is supplemental to state 
legislation and that form of federal! legisila- 
tion which would substitute a national for a 
state remedy. No national charter should 
be granted to an insurance company, and no 
federal supervision should interfere with the 
exercise of the/power now vested in the states 
to supervise companies doing business in 
such states. 

AS One result of this insurance investiga- 
tion We are not eng to hear much for spme 
time from the men who have been shouting so 
loudly for honbet money. Theéeseare the men 
who have been the guardians of the widows 
and orphans’ mites in the great ‘companies. 
They have been so busy upholding the na- 
‘tion’s, honor that they have had. no time to 
uphold their private honor. 


Look Out! for National Charters.

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FIND DANGER IN SUBWAYS 


ENGINEERS MAKE SUPPLEMENTAL 
REPORT ON TUNNELS. | 


Must Be Made with Greatest Care 
if Trouble Is to Be Avoided—Sev- 
eral Instances of Settling of Streets 
and Structures Declared Due Solely 
to Insufficient Precautions Taken 
in Digging Beneath the Surface. 


The subways of the Illinois Tunnel com-+ 
pany are found to be the cause of the settling 
of the streets and of several large buildings 
in the downtown district. This conclusion 
is set forth by the city’s special engineering 
committee in a supplemental report mad¢ 
yesterday. The engineers cite four instances 
of settlements directly traceable to the un- 
dermining of the streets by the tunnel com+ 
pany, and declare that it is impossible to pre+ 
vent a settlement of the ground and founda- 
tions of the large structures even with im- 
proved and safer methods. 

The most important finding of the commis« 
sion is that it is not feasible to make any 
plan that can be safely followed for all con~ 
nections. The commission says: 

“It is manifest that the least sheiotienkel 
cases will occur when the building to be con~ 
nected stands upon caisson foundations. 
Even then damage may be expected to ad- 
jacent buildings that stand upon spread foun- 
dations, and consequently streets in front of 
these buildings might be affected. The cases 
where old buildings have been erected on 
spread foundations which do not extend td, 
the blue clay wculd probably present a great 
many difficulties <A plan carefully studied 
out would have to be made to meet each case, 


Hard Problem to Solve. 

“We have believed from the ecommences~ 
ment of our investigation that the problem 
of making these connections to the tunnels 
is one that will tax all the ingenuity and 
skill of the engineer and is of greater im- 
portance from an engineering point of view, 
than the construction of the tunnels them- 
selves. It should be treated with the great- 
est care by both the tunnel company and the 
city before the work is prosecuted.”’ 

Another finding is that it is not practicable: 
to make connections under air pressure, 48 
it would not be sufficient to vow cai the pres- 
sure of the foundations. 

“Tt is a building proponitian and the meth-. 
ods common in building practice will prob- 
ably meet all the difficulties that may be 
encountered,” the report continues,

PHILADELPHIA WIEL HAVE NEW 
| OOUNTY CANDIDATES. 


Declare Connections with Buildings e Action ot Nominees ‘Result: of Gas 


Lease Upheaval in Republican 
Ranks, Which Makes It Necessary 
te Get Away from All Semblance of 
Old Regime in Order to Win Elec- 
tion — Voting List Is Pruned of 
Bogus Names. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 12.—As a result of 
the recent political upheaval in the city the 
county ticket nominated by the republicans 
last spring, prior to Mayor Weaver's fight 
against the gas lease, was withdrawn today 
and a new ticket will be selected by the city 
committee. The candidates who withdrew 
are: 

Harry C.. Ransley, president of select coun- 
cil, nominee for sheriff. 

John B. Lukens, nominee foricoroner. 

Hugh Black and Jacob Wildemore, who had 
beeri named for city commissioners. 

Each candidate, besides being the leader 
of his ward, is a member of the city commit- 
tee. 

Ransley, Lukens, and Wildemére a long 
time ago had signified their willingness to 
step aside, but Black refused ito get off the 
ticket until today. In a letter to James L, 
Miles, chairman of the city committee, an- 
nouncing his decision to withdraw, Black 
said| that he feels that the people are with 
the organization in the present fight and 
that the leaders may be tnjuring the chances 
of the party in the coming campaign by yield- 
ing to a supposed public sentiment that, in 
his opinion, never did exist to'any great de- 
gree, and is growing less day by day. 

The four vacancies will be filled next Mon- 
day, when .the city committee holds its reg- 
ular; meeting. In the ‘meantime there will 
be a meeting of the conferees representing 
the city committee and the committee of 
twenty-one, made up of prominent republican 
citizens who sent a letter to the city com- 
mittee suggesting the withdrawal of the 
county ticket and the selection of a new set 
of candidates. 

This committee also suggested that what- 
ever) reforms are to be inaugurated should 
be made by the republican party within party 
lines and not left to reformers outside the 
party. 

The September canvass, made under the 
direction of Mayor Weaver, shows the total 
number of voters in Philadelphia to be 339,- 
960, or 85,810 less than shown in the May 
canvass, made before the gas lease fight 
routed the machine. It is charged the former 
list contained from 50,000 to 60,000 fraudu- 
lent names. '

Chicago is to have: a new sensation next 
week. A real airship will start on Monday 
and fly over the city- ~or try tec do so, circling 
the Masonic Temple. Roy Knabenshue of 
Toledo,, who doesn’t call himself ' Prof.’ 
Knabenshue, is the owner of the apparatus 
which will make (the ascent. 

Mr. Knabenshue will arrive in Chicago on 
Sunday: | He will have'a day to put his ma- 
chine in running/|order before his flight be- 
gins. He proposes to make the trip every 
day for a week, starting at 2 p) m. froma 
south side amusement park. As the machine 
is gauged to travel at the rate of twenty 
miles an hour it will be.due over the Masonic 
Temple around 2:30 p. m. 

The only sensation Mr. Knabenshue prom- 
ises is that of a successful trip with a dirigi- 
ble ballopn. He does not advertise to blow 
up in midair, to set off fireworks, or to come 
down hanging in a trapeze from a parachute, 
The experiment is to be made for scientific 
purposes, and will be watched by many stu- 
dents of aerial navigation. 


His First Ascension Perilous. 
Mr, Knabenshue, who: is a young man, the 
son of a Toledo editor, began his aerial ex- 
periments three years ago. His first ascen- 
sion Was. made in an old fashioned gas bal- 
loon. The flight; although it ended well, 
would hve served ordinarily to discourage 
the most:daring navigator from making fur- 
their midair excursions. Caught in a high 
wind, the huge bag raced through the clouds, 
and tree ops, finally coming to a stand when 
its anchor caught in a friendly roof. 

This experience only taught the young in- 
ventor the necessity of flying with a dirigi-+ 
ble car. At first) he experimented with the 
patterns of Santos-Dumont. Prof. Baldwin 
of San Francisco, the designer of the Arrow, 
became interested in the boy, and sent for 
him to assist during the St. Louis exposition. 
Here the young man made sev eral success- 
ful flights around the exposition buildings. 


Invents His Own Machine. 

Later; at Toledo, hé rvented his own ma- 
chine, with which, to win a wager, hé alight- 

ed safely after a long Night on the top of a 
specified skyscraper. 

“ The most serious problem confronting the 
aerial navigator,’ says Mr. Knabenshue, “ ig 
that of getting the engines to, run continu} 
ously. If: they stop for an instant the ma+ 
chine is ilable to be lost. With perfected 
machinery a speed of 100 miles an hour

COMMISSIONERS SEE NEW COURT- 
HOUSE INTERIORS. 
Committee Accepts Architects’ Speci- 

fications for First Floor of County 
Structure Where Treasurer’s —Tax 
Collection Departments and the Re- 
corder Will Be Housed-——Mr. Walker 
Protests That Not Enough Space Is 


Provided for the Latter, 


The plans for the first flaor of the new 
court house were adopted yesterday by the 
building committee of the county board. 
Holabird & Roche, the architects, submitted 
tentative plans for the interior of the entire 
structure. Action on all floors above the 
first was deferred to the next meeting on 
Monday. 

The first floor will house the county treas- 
urer and all his tax collection departments 
and the recorder, giving each department 
20,000 square feet of floor space, Commission- 
er Walker was the only member of the com- 
mittee who voted against the arrangement. 

“This arrangement will not give the re- 
corder sufficient space,’’ he said. ‘“‘ It would 
be sufficient for the present, but you must 
count upon further growth: Should the 
Torrens system and the abstract department 
increase to the extent predicted, the re- 
corder’s office would be the greatest of the 
county departments,”’ 


Vaults to Be in Basements, 

It was explained that much of the space 
used in the old county building by the 
recorder was for vaults and that in the new 
courthouse all the vaults will be in the base- 
ment and subbasement, 

The plaris provide for 310,000 square feet 
of floor space in the building proper and 
90,000 square feet in the basements. 

Plans for Other Floors. 

Plans for the remaining flodrs were as fol- 
lo ws: 

Second floor, auditing department of. tre&strer, 
10,000 feet; clerk, 20,000, 

Third floor, board of assessors, 13,000 feet; board 
of review, 7,000 square feet; and unassigned 10,000.

LET COMPANIES ACT PROMPTLY. 

Monday’s meeting of the local transporta- 
tion committee was an important one. The 
committee decided, by a divided vote, to 
suspend consideration ef the mayor's plan, 
for the purpose of resuming negotiations 
with the existing companies. 

A motion to confize these negotiations to 
the question of sale was defeated by the 
same divided vote, and the action of the 
majority of the committee was understood 
to contemplate the resumption of efforts, 
interrupted a year ago, for disposing of the 
traction question by the tentative ordinance 
or by some similar arrangement with the | 
present companies. This action was ad- 
mitted bythe majority of the committee to 
be in violation of the popular vote in April ’ 
against any franchise grant, but that vote 
cwas alleged to have been given without 
the case for the tentative ordinance being 
properly presented to the people. 

Whoever may oppose this action by the 
committee, all should agree upon one thing— 
namely: That if the existing companies have 
any new propositions to formulate they 
should present them and make their best 
offers to the city without delay. If, in view 
of the mayor's competitive plan, the com- 
panies wish to talk business with the city 
they should have the opportunity to do so, 
but they, should be required actually to talk 
business and to talk it at once. The mayor 
and the minority of the committee will be 


‘fully justified in insisting that they shall 


not, under the guise of deliberating, go on 
practicing the game ofdelay. The one thing 
which the companies desire is to be let 
alone, and if they cannot be let alone their 
purpose is equally well served if they can 
“play” their disturbers so as to keep them 
at a safe distance. If the representatives of 
the public can be engaged in interminable 
talk, or be diverted to internal dissensions, 
the companies can go on garnering in 
nickels unmolested, and their end is at- 
tained. : 
The traveling publfc has wearisome recol- 
lections of “ negotiations with the compa- 
nies.” If those companies actually desire 
to propose a definite proposition they should 
be given the opportunity, but they should 
understand that they must act promptly. 


ACCIDENTS AND CRIME IN CHICAGO. 

The statistics relative to crime during the 
first six months of the present year which 
have been compiled by Oity Statistician 
Grosser are not creditable to Chicago. 
BKighty-one persons were killed and 995 were 
injured by personal violence in the city dur- 
ing this period. During the same period 
last year the persons killed by persona! vio- 
lence numbered 45, the injured 390. The 
increase in crimes of violence is attributed 
chiefly to the protracted teamsters’ strike. 
This does not mitigate but rather aggravates 
its shamefulness. If the authorities had 
dealt with the strike with a firm hand from 
start to finish, if they had not delayed and 
temporized, but by prompt and vigorous 
action had given the strikers clearly to un- 


purpose of driving men from their jobs 
would be regarded and treated just like as- 
sault or murder for any other purpose, there 
would not have been so much violence. ° 

Mr. Grosser’s statistics relating to acci- 
dents are hardly less discreditable to the 
city than those relating to crime. During 
the first six months of last year 93 persons 
were accidentally killed in Chicago and 553 
were accidentally injur During the first 
six months of 1905 352 were accidentally 
Killed and 3,716 were accidentally injured. 
Of those who were hurt or lost their lives by 
accident during the first six months of this 
year 105 were killed and 312 were injured 
in railroad accidents, 45 were killed and 982 
were injured in street railway accidents, 
and 25 were killed and 592 were injured by 
teams, wagons, and automobiles. These 
figures indicate a reckless and wanton dis- 
regard by many people of the right of other 
people to safety in their limbs and lives. 
The gory record is in large part a natural 
consequence of the anarchic and’ intolerable 
traffic conditions which have long been per- 
| mitted to exist in the city. With numerous 
railway crossings at grade and with street 
car employés, coachmen, teamsters, and au- 
tomobilists habitually disregarding rules the 
strict observance of which is essential to 
public safety, it is no wonder that the roll 
of accidentally killed and wounded is long 
and rapidly is growing longer. 

There seems but one way to reduce the 
number of accidents and crimes in Chicago 
and that is to make them more dangerous 
for those who are responsible for or who 
commit them. When the ordinances of 
Chicago and laws of Illinois are properly 
enforced in this city—when they are en- 
forced not spasmodically but constantly, 
and not against a certain class of law- 
breakers only, but against al! classes—Chi- 
cago will be a safer place to live in. 


CHICAGO’S CHILDREN. 

Since President Roosevelt began his ¢ru- 
sade against race suicide American cities 
have been subjecting themselves to ¢on- 
scientious processes of introspection. Bos- 
ton, after a careful investigation, plead guil- 
ty. The number of its children, it had to ad- 
mit, was not increasing as fast as formerly. 
No two cities in the country are more differ- 
ent in most respects than Boston, historic 
home of culture and beans, and Pittsburg, 
unhistoric and grimy, but vigorous and rich 
from its manufacturing and coal- -heaving 
exertions. Pittsburg, like Boston, how- 
ever, has had to plead guilty to the presi- 
dent's indictment. It, too, has investigated 
and found that it has not as many children 
as it ought to have,

Talking about the siege of Paris, I omitted 
to mention in my little sketch of Lord Minto 
the other day that the new viceroy of India 
served as a volunteer fireman at the close of 
the commune insurrection, taking a leading 
part in the extinction of the conflagrations 
started by the insurgents and py the 
petroleuses, 

Afterwards he went through the Carlist in- 
surrection of 1872 and 1873 in Spain as a vol- 
unteer, and toward the latter part of the 
campaign as a correspondent for the London 
Morning Post. He served the same paper 
in a similar capacity throughout the Servian 
insurrection against the sultan, and during 
the Turkish war with Russia, which fol- 
lowed. 

But his principal feat, at any rate that 
which he regards as such, was the winning 
of the grand prix of the steeplechase at 
Auteuil in 1874 on his mare, Migs Hungerford, 
being the only one of eighteen ote eee panei to 
reach the winning post. 

While all these qualities ate of a nature 
to endear him to every Englishman—one 
might add, to every man of the. English 
speaking world—yet it is doubtful whether 
they can atone altogether for the loss sus- 
tained by the British empire in the retirement 
of Lord Curzon from the vicerdyalty of India 
at this particular juncture, especially in the 
matter of Afghanistan. 

From the time of his return to India a year 
ago, Lord Curzon has been in close and inti- 
mate negotiation with the ameer, and one of 
the results of these negotiations has been 
seen in the Sir Louis Dane mission to Cabul 
and in the conclusion of the Anglo-Afghan 
agreements. The published convention was 
far from constituting the sum total of what 
was accomplished by the mission. 

But there are a number of other questions 
affecting the reldtiotis of England with Af- 
ghanistan still under consideration,and owing 
to the intimate personal friendship of Lord 
Curzon with the present ameer, formed years 
ago, and his extensive knowledge of the 
affairs of Afghanistan, he has been able to 
exercise an influence there and with the home 
government In England in everything re- 
lating to Afghan affairs which Lord Minto 
cannot hope to enjoy. 

~~ 


Just what the terms of the unpublished 
portion of the treaty between Great Britain 
and Afghanistan are it is impossible to say 
with any precision. They can only be in- 
ferred from the fact that the ameer has as- 
sumed the title of king of Afghanistan and 
has been recognized as such by the English 
government at Calcutta and in London; that 
the British government has paid to him 
the large arrears of the subsidy accorded 
to his father, and which had been suspended 
since the late ameer’s death, but which Is 
now to be paid punctually in future, and 
that the king of Afghanistan has issued 
orders to raise 80,000 additional recruits to 
strengthen the garrisons along the Russian 
frontier. Moreover, along the British fron- 
tiers of Afghanistan the Angilo-Indian mul- 
lahs are preaching obedience to the ruler 
of Cabul as the king of Islam. 

Returning to Lord Minto, It may, not be 
amiss to recall that the earldom of Minto 
was created for services rendered iby the 
new viceroy’s great-grandfather as govern- 
or general of India in the early portion of 
the nineteenth century. 

On the eve of his sailing for home in 1812 
the Bachelors’ club at Caitutta gave a 
grand farewell entertainment in his: honor, 
and at one end of the ballroom was arranged 
a beautiful panorama of that Minto house, 
in Roxburghshire, where his wife and chil- 
dren, who had remained in Scotland through- 
out his stay in India, anxiously and eagerly 
were awaiting his return aftér his absence 
of six years, 

He reached England In safety. but after 
being received: with the utmést distinction 
and honor by the government in Epgland, 
fell ill while traveling northward to Scot- 
land and died suddenly at Stevanage, so 
that it was not his carriage but his hearse 
that was drawn under the triumphal arches 
that had ‘been erected in the town of Hawick 
and in the surrounding districti to welcome 
him home to his own county. 
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Hurstmonceaux castle, which the local in- 
habitants describe as ‘‘ Horsemounces,’’ and 
which has just been put up for sale by the 
Curteis family, that has owned it for the 
last sixty years, is the oldest brick building 
in southern England, dating from the time 
of King Henry. VI., and with its beautifullv 
timbered park of near 500 acres, its deep 
moat, its great flanking towers, watich,tur- 
rets, and courtyards, is one of the most im- 
posing, graceful, and picturesque of the old 
baronial castles in England. 

True, the castle itself ts now in a sad con- 
dition of decay, But even today its mas- 
sive walls are sound enough, after the lapse 
of more than 500 years, to encourdge the 
restoration in the hands of a skillful archi- 
tect, imbued with a neverence for the past 
as well as with a consideration for the nec- 
ess'‘ics of modern Hfe. 

In itrn the home of the houses: of De 
Fiennes, of the Dacres, of the Hares, the 
annals of the castle constitute one long 
succession of romance, Grama, and tragedy. 
Among the latter Is the story of the nintr 
Lord Dacre, who flourished at Hurstmon- 
ceaux in the reign of King Hénry VID. and 
was chosen by the latter. with several other 
peers. to form the cavalcade that welcomed 
Queer Ano of Cleves on her landing in Eng- 
land. 


> 
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In the following year, when’ he was but 
24. he became involved in a midnight fray 
with the gamekeepers of his neighbor, Sir 
Nicholas Pelham, one of the keepers being 
kilied. His three boon companions were 
convicted: and hanged, being merely country 
gentlemen. He himself was lodged’ in the 
tower and condemned to death by the ax. 

As every one felt convinced that the king 
would grant not merely a reprieve’ but a 
pardon the execution. was delayed for hours 
beyond the ‘appointed time.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


A. noteworthy addition to the understand- 
ing and appreciation of art appears in the 
recently published lectures of Russell] 
Sturgis on the “‘ INTERDEPENDENCE OF 
THE ARTS OF DESIGN ” (A, C. MeClurg 
& Co., Chicago). These lectures were de- 
livered before the Art institute. of Chicago 
in the Scammon lectureship, and coming 
from so profound and broad an art scholar 
as Mr. Sturgis they speak with unusual au- 
thority. . Not alone to the art student are 
they interesting, but to all who care for 
beauty in intelligent and purposeful de- 
sign. Though Mr. Sturgis’ artistic yvocab- 
ulary is larger than that of the ayerage 
reader, the lectures are written in an easy 
and agreeable style and the author pleas- 
antly presumes his audience to be as well 
versed in art and history as himself. 

The first two lectures are extremely sug- 
gestive, on modern judged by ancient art; 
first in representation and sentiment, and 
then in decorative effects. He feels it almost 
impossible to judge justly of contemporary 
art as we have no perspective, comparisons 
are difficult, and endurance of value has not 
been proven. Ancient art has been tested 
and ticketed. The qualities of ancient and 
modern art are compared, with this con- 
clusion: ‘*‘ The art of old times did not re- 
late things often, nor describe things ex- 
actly. In the nineteenth century the painter 
was more desirous to tel a story, to excite 
ready sympathy, to turn in search of the 
non-artistic interest—the, to art, unimport- 
ant statement of fact.’’ Characteristic of 
the modern painters is the pure love of na- 


ture, now expressed in minute detail, and 
again by the broad sweep of the impres- 
sionist. The belief is expressed that a lofty 
style of composition is incompatible with 
sentimental narration. .The artist who in- 
variably resorts to the dignified study of 
form and color such as was known to the 
Dutchmen, the Italians, the Spaniards of 
cld time will, like them, paint scénes of yes- 
terday, today, and forever, not proposing 
narrative or exciting incident at all in any 
part of his theme. 

We wish that Mr. Sturgis had more pre- 
cisely defined the quality of decorativeness 
in art. But we judge it to be that which 
aims at direct effect without close atten- 
tion to the details of nature. He says that 
‘the work of art which takes the least from 
nature in a direct way is the more purely 
decorative.”’ Modern art is weak in the 
decorative arts pure and simple, so the 
| author first considers how the arts of senti- 
iment and expression may also be decora- 
tive. Whistler, he affirms, was wholly and 
entirely a decorative artist, aiming only at 
certain effects. Corot was also decorative 
in the treatment of his painting. The same 
thing is true of Japanese artists. ‘*' The 
earmark of Japanese art,’ he says, “is 
contentment with one thought at a time, a 
single impression, a single suggestion, the 
most exquisite taste in the principal sup- 
ject and surroundings and the quiet rele- 
gation of all other accessories to another 
time and a different piece of paper.” 

Greek relief sculpture, he claims, is the 
most absolutely decorative thing which we 
have from antiquity. Highly decorative also 
were the splendid works of the ancient jewel- 
er and lapidary, arts now almost lost. 

In the lecture on the “ industrial arts in 
which form predominates ”’ the author speaks 
of the highly successful carved furniture of 
former days, of metal work, of glass. In 
none of these do the nineteenth century 
workers equal the earlier men in purely ar- 
tistic merit. But we must not seek to copy 
them. ‘‘ The time for those styles of de- 
sign has passed, and we ought not even to 
dream of reviving a style that has once de- 
veloped, culminated, decayed, and passed 
away.” 

The lecture on the

terestingiy pottery and polychromatic 
sculpture. Luca della Robbia and his nephews 
Mr. Sturgis considers the best illustrators of 
color as applied to form in the decorative 
arts. He feels that we can hardly appreciate 
the true meaning of Grecian sculpture with- 
out the polychromatic treatment which was 
assuredly once theirs and an important part 
of their effectiveness. 

The last two lectures deal with sculpture 
and color as used in architecture in a way 
which will render us henceforth far more 
observing and appreciative of these two 
adjuncts to the first of the arts.| Sargent’s

All that has to do with the elder 
Pitt must be read with interest by Ameri- 
History will not permit them to for- 
get the debt they owe to him. They will 
be particularly delighted with this discrim- 
inating delineation, which shows the man 
as he was-—independent, courageous, far- 
seeing, not free from prejudice and vanity, 
more splendid than those hereditary nobles 
who dubbed him “ the great commoner,” and 
possessed of an. electrifying genius. 

His career is followed in detail—his sud- 
den achievement of reputation, his frank 
opposition to the king, the final overcoming 
of the prejudices of George the Second as 
the result of Pitt’s policy became apparent 
in the establishment of a vast and enduring 
colonial empire; the fall of the minister upon 
the accession of George III., and the long 
decline, culminating in one splendid patri- 
otic effort which snapped the last strand 
that bound him to life. 

Macaulay sums up the life of Pitt at-its 
hour of triumphinthis manner: ‘“ The situa- 
tion which Pitt occupied at the close of 
George II. was the most enviable ever 
occupied by any public man in English his- 
tory. He had concillated the king, he domi- 
neered over the house of commons, he was 
adored by the people, he was admired by 
all Europe, He was the first Englishnian 
of his time; and he had made England 
the first country in the world. The 
Great Commoner, the name by which he was 
often designated, might look down with 
scorn on coronets and garters. The nation 
was drunk with joy and pride—whigs and to- 
ries, churchmen and puritans, spoke with 
é€qual reverence of the constitution, and 
with equal enthusiasm of the talents, virtues, 
and services of the minister. 

“The year 1760,"’ observes Mr. Harrison, 
“was the crowning moment of Pitt’s war 
ministry. Madras was added to Calcutta; 
Canada and the Ohio valley were cleared of 
the French; four West Indian islands had 
been captured; and the Senegal colony in 
Africa, the French ports in the Bay of Bis- 
cay and in the Mediterranean had been con- 
tinuously blockaded, and the navy of France 
had been annihilated. Lagos, Quebec, Min- 
den, Quiberon bay were decisive victories. 
And twenty thousand British troops were 
fighting in Germany in support of the king 
of Prussia. The instinct of the nation justly 
attributed these rapid triumphs to the in- 
spiration of the stateman who designed 
them.’’ 

Green, the historian, writes: ‘*‘ The ardor 
of his soul set the whole kingdom on fire. 
It inflamed every soldier who dragged the 
cannon up the heights of Quebec, and every 
sailor who boarded the French ships among 
the rocks of Brittany. The minister, before 
he had been long in office, had imparted: to 
the commanders whom he employed his own 
impetuous, adventurous, and defying char- 
acter.” 

Mr. Harrison’s book is far from being a 
eulogy of him who “ laid the foundation of 
the great republic of the west.’ lt is a dis- 
cerning, critical, historical study, written 
with that tmagination and charm which 
make his work a strong and agreeable ccn- 
trast to the severely constrained and “ sci- 
entific ’’ memoirs upon which certain aca- 
demic institutions have set the seal of ap- 
proval.
